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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir: 

In response to the restriction requirement mailed March 7, 2006, Applicants provisionally 
elect the claims of Group I (claims 1-5, 7, 12 and 14), with traverse. Moreover, Applicant 
respectfully requests that the Examiner include claim 13 in Group I. Claim 13 is directed to an 
electro-optic device manufactured according to the method recited in claim 1. These inventions 
are not independent and distinct from one another. Favorable consideration of this request is 
respectfully requested.
